SYDNEY, N. S. W., Austnilia, June 1.— The bic 
rH<-e for tlie Sydney ('up was run at Kandwiek 
May 19 and won l»y Ian ’Or after a snperb race. 
There were eighteen st.arters. Ian ’Or was at 10 
to 1 in the iM-tting. He was tmcked down from 
40 to 1 in the future hooks. 

Tlie first line written by a leadinis Melbourne 
operator in his book of tlie Sydney Cup was 
$.%,000 to $125 Ian ’Or. The wager was taken in 
March. A Caulfield man is said to have picked 
the Doncaster and Cup double with one of the lead- 
ing Sydney layers. His wager about Hem and 
Ian ’Ur was $2,.'i00 to $2.50. 

Although he is a six-year-old. Ian ’Or bad only 
won one race prior to Itis victory in the Sydney 
Cui>. He did not race as a two-year-old, and only 
thn'e times in the following season.

-\t the rate the Australian Jockey Club progressed 
in jirize money from 1911 to 1915 it is practically 
certain that if the w'ar had not intervene Its dis- 
tribution of added money for the current season 
would iiave exceeded $500,000. 'Tlie $200,000 mark 
was first reached in 1908-9, and from tiien to 1914- 
15 the figure jumiied to $400,000. Then the war had 
to lie faced, and with the club contributing all its 
profits to patriotic funds a shrinkage in added 
money naturally resulted.

Club’s added money for each season has been as 
follows:

Tlie Latoiiia spring and summer meeting of 1919, held under the auspices of the Kentucky Jockey 
Club, was. according to all reports, the moat successful ever held at the Kenton County course. Opening 
on June 4, it continued for twenty-eight days, ending July 5, during which time 196 races were decided 
and the large sum of $3.52,869 distributed in stakes and purses. ’Die dally average distribution amounted 
to $12,t!02. 'Tlie daily attendance and volume of speculation broke all previous records, while on Satur- 
days and holidays, especially the Fourth of July, the course proved ehtirely inadequate to accommodate 
tlie tnmiendoiis crowds. ”1110 rich stakes and valuable overnight purses attracted all the best horses of 
tlie west, with additions from the east, and, altogether, the racing was interesting, though the favorites 
fan*d poorly and tlie outsiders captured the lion’s share of the purses. 



C. M. Garrison won only one race at the meeting, 
but that was the Liatonia Derby with Be Frank, 
tlie net value of which amounted to $16,160, placing 
that eastern turfman at the head of the list of win- 
ning owners. 'The Ogden Stable with $11,328 and 
M. Goldbhitt with $10,850 Imve every reason for 
being satisfied - with their campaign at Latonia. 
Altogether 110 owners won over $1,000 each, and 
tlie following is a list of these, together with those 
that won $500 or more each:

NOTABLE RACING OF SASANOF. 

Sasanof is a remarkable gelding, inasmuch as no 
distance conies amiss to him. During tlie last two 
months he has run in six races, winning at three- 
quarters, a mile, a mile and a quarter and two 
miles, while in the other two races he was placed 
at three-quarters and seven-eighths resjiectively. 
At Hawke’s Ha.v in April reeentl.v he won a three- 
quarters handicap; at Wellington May 1, with 135 
IHHinds, he pulled off the 'I'liompson Handicap, 
one mile, in tlie n-coni time for the race of 1:38. 
and then on May 3 accounted for the Trentham 
• iold Cup, two miles in 2:37, beating tliose gixsl 
fillies Afterglow and Punka, lioth of which have 
ns^iitly lieen showing excellent form. At Ric- 
carton (Christchurch) I’linka won the Great Autumn 
Handicap, a mile and a half, at the Easter meet- 
ing, witli 110 pounds, and Afterglow won Uie Great 
Northern St. Ijeger at .4uckland and the New Zea- 
land St. I.ieger at Wellington on 'i'liiirsday. In the 
latter she turned tlie table on Star Lady — which 
l»eat her in the Oaks at Auckland — and made the 
time record for the race of 3:00, the previous best 
being Eligible’s 3:01^a. 

However, Sasanof is iheir superior at weight-for- 
age, and is much better than his appearance would 
suggest. When last in Australia there was nothing 
sjiecial about him either in size or stoutness, and 
when he won the MelNjume Cup so decisively he 
was an ordinary -looking three-year-old. 

Sasanof lias started in forty-two races and has 
IsH-n first thirteen times, secoiil twelve times and 
tliird 4ix times. He lias won $83,325 in stakes. 

.N'otwithstanding that influenza lias played .such 
havoc witli racing during the past three months, 
the New South Wales government has received 
$.5.'i2.5.>5 as its la-riS'iitage of tntalLsator receipts 
for ten iiionths of the current financial year. This 
is $244,115 more than for the corresponding term 
last year. 

Official returns show that for the nine months 
ended March 31 the state revenue from betting 
tickets in Victoria was $259,329, or $10,793 more 
than for the corresponding period of the previous 
financial year. Bisikmakers’ licenses for the nine 
months yielded $.58,560, or $2,725 in excess of 
receipts for the first three-quarters of 1917-18. 
Ill Victoria the lietting ticket tax is six cents in 
the paihim-k and two <s-iits in the other inclosures. 

It will cost $2-56 to start a horse in the next 
MelNiurne Cup. This is an increase of $100 in the 
amount of the sweepstake. For some seasons the 
acceptance for the Mellsrume ('up was only $156. 
In I’atrobas’ Melbourne Cup in 1915. when the 
lirize was $40,000 added, it cost only $150 to run.

Large Attendance Enjoys Ocean 
Breezes and Excellent Racing.

Blairgowrie Takes the Feature 
Race — John I. Day’s Victory 
Popular — Turf Gossip. 



NEW YORK. N. T., July 7. — A large attendance 
was attracteil to Aqueduct by the goial program of- 
fered. Those nresi'iit enJo.ved good racing and much 
relief from the cooling ocean breezes wliich swept 
over the grounds. The feature of the da.v’s cant was 
the fourth, the Ittxiuois Handicap. In its running 
Blairgowrie found a track to his liking and scon'd 
in easy fashion from Natural Bridge, the favorite. 
The winner’s task was made easy by the efforts 
of Leading Star and Cliasseur to steal away from 
their opponents, 'fhey raced in close company until 
rounding the turn, (’hasseur wa.s the first to crack, 
but loiading Star tired after another eighth and was 
finally sighted in last position when the finish was 
reached, _ while Duchess loice finished third. 

The finish of the fifth brought the big crowd 
to its fwt, and many cheers were lieanl when the 
favorite John I. Day’s number was posted. Sunn.v 
Hill, selected by a Maryland coterie as a medium 
for a killing, relinquished his early ac<]uired lead 
only in the last stride, with Mlllrace following 
closest to them. 

The third race proved one of the best speculative 
mediums of the meeting, with three horses sharing 
almost equal favoritism at fours during the wager- 
ing. It went to Ticket in easy fashion under Schut- 
tinger’s capable riding from the high weight Kilts 
II., with Daddy’s Choice, running in go^ form, 
a gallant third. African Arrow ran in the colors 
of J. K. L. Ross, who claimed him after bis recent 
victory. 

Many confused Harwood II., winner of the sec- 
ond. with Harwood, Wm. Walker’s old plater, and 
he was quoted at the liberal odds of eight to one. 
'Phe old campaigner, after opening a long lead on 
his opposition, appeared to loaf in the final stages 
and was forced to a drive to defeat Goaler, thoug!i 
it is probable that his weak legs bothered him, for 
he came back to the scales nodding and lame. 

DISQUALIFICATION IN FIRST RACE. 

Excitement marked the running of the first race. 
Loftns had Ting-ii-Ling away fast on the inside of 
Housemaid, on which Davies was e«|ually alert. 
Both riders rode their mounts hanl rounding the 
turn and tlirongh the stretch, with little to chm»s«! 
between them. Loftus resorted to every artifice 
known to jockeyship. Housemaid finally gained the 
judges’ eye first. 'The stewards deemed I.oftns 
worth.v of punishment, and he was suspended for 
two days. The ruling -will not interfere witli his 
engagement to ride Sir Barton in the Dwyer Stakes. ' 

One of the oldest horses in training faceil the 
barrier when G. M. Miller, twelve years old, started 
in the second. 

R. H. McCarter Potter has frequently asked handi- 
capper Vosburgh to put more weight on Blairgowrie 
so that a stronger boy could ride. He was accom- 
modated today. Blairgowrie carrying lOt iiounds 
and Ambrose. “He needs a strong rider to hold him 
together,’’ said Mr. Potter, “and you see how easily 
he won. A light boy cannot get all that is in him 
out of him.’’ 

Lieut. -Col. E. B. Cassatt was an Interested spec- 
tator, wearing civilian attire for the first time 
since the day war was declared. His old trainer, .1. 
Simon Healy, particularly appreciated his visit, 
being Oie recipient of a handsome pair of field 
glasses, the colonel’s gift. 

G. D. Bryan, Jr., leading spirit of Jefferson PaiTi, 
was a visitor, haring i*ome from Toledo. He reports 
the vastly Imiiroved condition of his associate, .lames 
F. O’Haru, who was seriousl.v ill at Bultiraon-. 

Jiile Garson purchased the well-bred filly Tea 
Part.v from J. J. Flanagan, Jr., on private terms. 

William Garth has shipped the jumper Shade to 
(Charlottesville, Va., to li" rested for the Maryland 
fall campaign. 

Thos. Francis, the Buffalo horseman, was a visi- 
tor today. 

James Butler’s first two-year-old entry of the 
season was shown when the appropriately naraeii 
'Teacher’s Pet. by Out of Reach — Schoolmiirni, one 
of tlie ma.ster of Empire’s own breeding, started 111 
the sixth race. 'The filly showed high early •speed', 
but was probably short and should inipnwe. 'The 
race went to (Uadiator, when he scored the easiest 
victory of the day over Furlough, with the ountsidcr, 
Le Giorieux, third. 

W. Casey claimed Jolin I. Day for $1,.550 after 
his victory. 

Ed Soule is considered the “Pittsburgh Phil’’’ of 
totlay.

MEETING ENDS. BUT COMES BACK AGAIN 

Libertyville Racing, After Seeming Dead. Is to Be 
Revived Tomorrow Afternoon. 

LIBERTYVILLE, Hi., Jiil,v 7. — 'Tlie race iiieetiiig 
here originally scheduled for twenty days seemiiigl.v 
came to a sudden end this morning after only two 
days of racing.

'They teleplioned Sheriff Green of Waukegan to 
come to Libertyville to give his opinion, as they 
claimed there was no law to stop them under the 
oral system of wagering. 

.\11 the horsemen who have been racing here went 
to manager O’l^ary and offered to rare their horses 
for reduced purses if he saw his way clear to eon- 
tiime the meeting. Tlie management lias fulfilled 
its agriwment with the horsemen and all are satis- 
fied with the treatment they received here. 

I^ate in the afternoon there was a well attended 
meeting and eoii.siiltatiun after which it was an- 
nounced that racing will be resumed Wednesiiay 
afternoon. The meeting was held privately anil 
details were not proeiirahle. Better train Rerviis' 
is promiseil and the admission i.s reduced to $ 2 . 
which includes tlie war tax. O’Leary tlilnks he 
can now secure special train service from the 
(’liicago, Milwaukee and St, Paul to carry patrons 
from Chicago to tho track and back.

Cob- 
webs won a purse at five-eightlis in .57% and broke 
the Aqueduct traek record, wliile I’anoply won the 
(3over Stakes, and defeated among others the crack 
filly Ronnie Mary, l>ut at a conalilcrable difference 
in weiglits in her favor. A fair inference is that 
tlie Whitney two-year-olds are not to be overloi.ked 
hereafter. Clintonville wa.s 'slow in ripening into 
winning form, but won her^ last two races In fast 
time and is evidently more than useful. Kinburn 
is a grand.son of the good horse Lissak, winner of 
the first Burns Handicap. Txing reported a fast 
one. he was not started until July 4 at I,atonia.

James Heuly has shipped Between Us and Candle, 
the property pf .John Liimsden, the Canadian turf- 
man, to his Bequest Farm in New Jersey, where 
they will be turned out. 

Eklward Garrison will ship five of tlie Montford 
Jonet horses to Saratoga on Saturday. Brookliolt 
\fili be shiiqied to Saratoga with the Madden string. 
Tlie transfer of tlie colt has not yet been made to 
Mr. Bfnes. 

The three-da.v race meeting held at Paducah, Ky., 
July 3, 4 and 5. was well attendc’d and successful 
ill every resiiect. so much so tliat its promoters 
have aiinoiiiK-eil tliat tliey will hold a fall meeting 
in Seiitember. 

Tlie first race in tlie late “Mr. Fairie” Cox’s 
colors, now held by his lirotlier, A. R. Cox. was 
carriisl in the Tidal Slakes at Ascot June 17, and 
their bean-r, ('ice rone tta, u colt by Cicero — Silesia, 
won right easily. 

Recently after a $400 selling race victory on one 
of tile Parisian tracks Capt. Jefferson I).

price and bought.

Stefan the Great’s brother, Sarchedon, u gray 
colt, by Tlie Tetrarch — Perfect Peat-li, beat Poltava, 
by Polynielus — 'I'agale, pronounced the liest in Eng- 
land out of early racing, in tlie Coventry Stakes 
on tlie oiieiiiiig day at Asi-ot. Sarclied*:; won by 
four lengtiis and in coiivim-iiig .st.vle, tliougli the 
lime was 1:02% for the five-eighths. 

In Soutli .Australia, where iiiiituel play is preva- 
lent but not lieavy, a place ticket on Mount ilil- 
sen in the_Bosuu<|uet llandicap at Adelaide April 20 
paid $188.50 to $1, and its size was a matter for 
much <-omment. It was the third largest on record 
in tlie proviiK-e. In 1881 1). O. I), paid $836.75 to 
$1. in 1891 Rufus’ tickets yielded $2S2..5() to $1, in 
1914 I’erfei-t Friar $187.25 to $1, and in 1917 AVest- 
eiidale $181. .50 fo $1.

OLOAM^G HURT— THREE FINE SALES. 

The Australian clmmpion. Gloaming, is tempo- 
rarily on the shelf. May 1 at AVeliington the North 
Island Challenge Stakes, seven -eighths of a mile, 
in which lie was opposed by three two-year-olds, 
looked a good thing for Gloaming, hut, unfortunate- 
ly, he fell at barrier rise. The mishap was caused 
hy his entanglement in the tapes of the starting 
harrier. He came <k>wn heavily, and appeared to iie 
slightly lame on returning to the birdcage, but 
tliougli he was still sore when he left Wellington 
a few days later the trouble was not regarded as at 
all serious hy K. J. Mason, his trainer. 

Two notable sales of fine young horses in action — 
among the best in New Zealand — are reported from 
Wellington. W. Richmond was the purchaser of 
both. He gave $1.5,2.50 for the three-year-old bay 
colt Spanner, by The Nut — Dudii, and $20,.500 for 
tlie two-year-old colt Surveyor, b.v Nassau — I’edom- 
eter. Survej-or’s future engagements include the 
A’ictoria Derby and St. I>>ger. He is extremely 
fast and likely to improve. Surveyor hohls the 
Australasian half mile record of 45-% seconds, 
made at the Riccarton course of Cliristchiircli last 
November. 

Spanner is also most promising. Ills seller, E. 
AA’. Allison, paid $400 for and won $7,223 with tlie 
colt before his sale. When Spanner was a yearling 
and after his first sale Allison sent liim to auction 
in New Zealand with a reserve of $.525 on him. 
Fortunately for liis owner tliat sum was not 
forthcoming, and in .stakes and what he recently 
recelveil for him from Jlr. Richmond the $400 ts>U 
has retunied Air. Allison nearly $25,000. 

Another sale of note was tliat of the imported 
honie Magpie to P. Aliller of Kiora, Sconoj for 
$25,600. Mr. Miller (better known under liis 'facing 
name of Afr. Leslie English) has bought the black 
for stud puriMises. 

Alagpie wa.s a fine fast racer, but would not train 
of late. He holds the Australasian record of ■2:114 
for one and one-quarter miles, made at Flemiiigton. 
A’ictoria, Novcmlier 2, 1918, under 126 pounds, a 
fine iierformance. Alagpie came to Australia in 
1917. Ill England he ran but twi<-e, and in the Two 
Thoiisantl Guineas of 1917 nin Gay Crnsader to a 
liead. He was raced in England by Alajor AVIIIiam 
Waldorf Astor.

SUNDAY GAMES FOR THE MASSES 

Conservative old England has done many won- 
derful things since August. 1914. She jumped out of 
old ruts clogged with tlie figurative dust of a centiir.v 
and confounded the Germans. The wealthy and tlie 
aristocratc came down from tlieir high places, 
rolled up their sleeves and delved in. Tlie millions 
gave up their lives to the nation’s work. All 
worked or fought fm: the i^mnnon good and tli« 
right to live without the menace of the pirate and 
the assassin. 

Tlu^ wlio have done this are not going imek to 
old times, old ideas, old enstoms. wliere they have 
found new ones superior for their national and in- 
dividu.nl health. The Ixmdoii IMmes tlius records 
that the formation of a Sunday Games As.swiation 
iu England in March is a sign of tlie change of 
tlioug’it which the war has brought about in respect 
of Siindf.y indulgence in sjKirts. 

The new assooiation is to encourage and promote 
the Sunday playing of cricket, football and all 
healthy outdoor games; to press for the repeal of 
laws whicli clieck on Sundays any form of recrea- 
tion permissible on other days; to secure the Sun- 
day opening of all nuiniclpally-owiied recreatkiii 
iind sports grounds, and to support any organization 
formed to provide o))en spai*es, esiarcially in poiui- 
lous districts, for the playing of orgaiii^l games. 
Sunday games, it is contended, will mean less Sun- 
day gambling, and lielp to prevent other evils into 
wliieh tlie youth of the cities drifts through want 
of reasonable opportnulties for participation iu 
athletic pursuits. 

Golf and lawn tenuis are already playini on Sun- 
day witiiout auy restrictions, but tiiere has always 
lieen a tendency to look on tlie Sunday playing of 
games impulur among tlie masses of the iieople as 
something extremely siuful. 

The idea is to raise tlie whole tone of Siinduy 
games played by the people, and to iiave the games 
properly organized. What is wanted is to find 
some thing for young men and youths to do on Sun- 
day in place of gambling and loafing about. 

Large numbers wlio have been at the front reg- 
ularly played footimil and other games on Sunday 
a^fteriUKins. Cliaplaiiis joined in the games in 
France, ami there is no reason why clergymen 
slioiild isit join in Siind:iy games in the towns ami 
villages. ’The clergy, in fact, might do well to 
reciTgiiize the religious fiiree wliich is often Isdiinii 
organized games. If tliey do they will snpiwrt the 
movement.

The American Peccary Furnishes Good 
Sport to the Hunter. 



He Rons the Ranices of Netr Mex- 
ico, Texas and Central 
America. 



How good It feels after a week at the desk to 
don khaki, shoulder the old rifle, shake off all 
cares and worries, and trudge oyer mesa and foot- 
hill where both animal and plant life are alike un- 
tamed I What a blessing to have game to hunt! 
And how little is the blessing appreciated! These 
thoughts and many more surged through the mind 
of the writer ns he traveled swiftly over a moun- 
tain road early one morning recently on the way 
to a pig hunt. The January air was crisp and ex- 
hilarating. the road smooth, the machine running 
like a clock, and everything conducive to high 
spirits. In front the mountains loomed distinctively 
through the purple morning haze; in the n>ar the 
sun, although not .vet risen, tinged . the crests of 
the ranges with a golden halo. Out of the town a 
sliort distance a Mexican wood hauler was just 
breaking camp by the roadside. The coals were still 
glowing where he had boiled his coffee before 
harnessing his patient little team of burros. Farther 
on, the machine passed two blanketed Indians jog- 
ging along in a dilapidated buggy drawn by a 
more dilapidated horse, the brave sitting “humped 
up” on tlie scat and his squaw crouching directly 
liehind him in the bed of the rig. Rabbits, Iwth 
jack anil cotlontail, liopi)ed across the road from 
the foothills on the left toward the valley on the 
riglit, on their way for a morning sin at the creek 
and a sly feed in some farmer’s barley field. Still 
farther on a Itevy of <iuail ran swiftly in the same 
diri'ction. 

Heforc we realized it we passed Nine-Mile Water 
Hole and entered the pjiss iii the Tucson Mountains. 
A sharp turn to the north, a half mile over the 
dry bed of the Santa Cruz, a short ride tlirough 
barley fields just turning green, and we were on 
the mesa road leading to our destination, llurro 
Canyon in the Tortillita Mountains. 

ON THE WAY TO PECCARY HAUNTS. 

Tlie road over which we traveled was crossed by 
nuemrous sandy washes where tlie machine cut down 
and then stopped, necessitating a little shoulder 
work on the part of tlie hunters, until the driver 
bethouglit himself of the skid chains, when things 
went along smoother. How’ an eastern hunter 
would have enjoyed that road through giant cactus 
and mesi|uite and palo verde parks, with rabbits 
and quail scurrying to cover, and occasional long- 
tailcd road runners siM'eding across the wa.v! Van- 
der got in some revolver practice, but did little 
more than scare the jackrabbits into rigid immo- 
bility. or into wild, cavorting leaps. Five miles of 
this countr.v brought the party into the foothills. 
Here the chollas cactus plants w’ith silvery, glis- 
tening, densely -clustered spines formed small, dwarf- 
foresllike patches in the more level spots; mesquite 
and palo verde bi’came more frequent and larger 
in the arroyos, and the giant cactus extended out 
over the fiHithills. 

Once during the conversation one of the men 
noticed a movement Ixdiind a clump of brush that 
was so unlike that of rabbits or young cattle or 
any of the other foothill life that he remarked 
its occurrence; but he had just caught the move- 
ment out of the tail of his eye, nothing more was 
seen, and it was soon forgotten. Shortly after- 
waril the road dropped down into a broad wasli 
and the part.v realized that the canyon was not far 
away. The wash was like the dry bed of a river 
with banks five or six feet high. Here and there 
were large, green-trunked palo verde trws. growing 
in the moist soil of tlie wash, whose banks were 
lined with a dense iiatchy growth of cat’s claw, 
mesquite and prickl.v pear. Suddenly at a distance 
of fifieen or twenty rods ahead a grayish-black 
object crossed the wash at a lumbering gallop, fol- 
lowed by another, and still anotlier. Commotion 
reigned in the car. Wade, who was sitting with 
Rob in the front seat, was steadying a large can- 
teen of water between his feet, and now his feet 
were entangled in the carrying strap, delaying both 
men in their endeavors to get out. Vander, dressed 
in a long overcoat, was riding with his feet under- 
neath a good-sized box of "grub,” while the writer, 
likewise appareled, was held down by a suitcase 
containing a field camera and some canned giiods. 
In the general scramble Wade reached terra firma 
first and got one shot us the last pig, number 
seven, crossed the wash and disappeared with the 
rest of the lierd in the brush. 'The machine was 
now abandoned and the hunt began, but the herd 
had disappeared as completely as if the earth had 
swallowed it up. The tracks could be followed for 
a short distance, but they finally became indis- 
tinguishable in a maze of burro and cattle tracks. 
So the iiarty returned to the machine to recover 
breath, eat lunch and make plans for the remainder 
of the day. 

PIGS PLENTIFUL, BUT ALL SURVIVE. 

After lunch, which, by the way, was ratlier ab- 
bn-viated, Vander and Wade took the east side of 
the wash and proceeded away from the mountains 
in the direction from which we had approached, for 
we lielieved that the movement seen in the bushes 
iK'fore the wash was reached on the way out had 
Is’cii made by pigs that belonged to the same herd. 
Rob and the writer took the west side of the wash 
with the hope of starting the vanished herd. In 
attempting to follow the tricks the latter became 
separated after ciriling toward the mountains, and 
the writer decided that Rob, and probably the other 
men also, were by this time tramping up the can- 
yon; therefore he hurried along about fift.v feet 
alHive the canyon bed on its sloping wall. A herd 
of wild burros that had been watching his move- 
ments from a distance and listening intently with 
long ears erect, scampered precipitately down into 
the wash followed by an avalanche of rock and 
gravel. None of the party was in sight and he 
thought that the <-hances of getting a shot at a 
pig were slim, for the others would alarm any game 
that happened to lie ahead. Suddenly a shot rang 
out a half mile ahead, apparently just around a 
curve in the canyon. This confirmed the writer’s 
fears. Howi’ver, he determined to keej) a sharp 
lookout and, accordingl.v. mounted a high rock 
near by. Shortly after the third shot broke the 
quiet an object with that telltale lumbering gallop 
came into sight far in the distance, backed into a 
cliimii of bushes and turned its head in the direc- 
tion of the alarming sound exactl.v like a barnyard 
hog. Adjusting the sights carefully the writer let 
go at the tusker. With the report of the rifle that 
pig iHMinded forward and gallop<-d wildly out of 
sight. Although there were small lioia-s of seeing 
the brute again a fresh cartridge was pumped into 
the chamber ready for a second shot if he should 
enter an open sriace between the clumps of cat's 
claw. After a few seconds the pig reajqieared as 
suddeiil.v as he had disappeared, this time alaiut 
two hundred yards distant. Just on the bank of a 
narrow wash he paused, and the writer blazed away 
again for a spot just back of the lug’s head. The 
instant the rifle cracked the pig lunged forward 
into an impenelrable thicket of thorn bush contain- 
ing heaps of driftwiaal i-arried down by freshets, 
and much to the disappointment of the liunter, 
failed to emerge. Oiw of the most disturbing things 
that can happen is to have reason to think that an 
animal has lieeii wounded and left, but although 
an hour was sjient in search the boar was not to 
Ik* located. 

BETTER LUCK FOR THE HUNTERS. 

In the meantime excited shouts farther up the 
canyon told of bagged g.'une. Some one shouted 
“Two pigs; a young sow and a yearling boar.” 
“Who got them?” “Wade.” “Might have known,” 
was the comment. "The greenest hunter always 
has the luck.” Rut the comments were in fun. 
part of the hunter’s task remained, however, that 
was anything but fun, for two of the party es- 
IK'cially. The game must Ik* dressed and carried 
into camp. Now. the .\merican wild pig is really 
a peccary, and you realizi* the difference at once 
when you begin dressing iqierations. As one of the 
part.v II marked, a peccary seems to Ik* second 
cousin to a skunk until the scent bag is removed. 
This inicn-stiiig piece of aiiatom.v is located on the 
back about a huirtli of the distance from rump to 
licad. It is about three or four inches long, oval 
in outline, and has an aiK'rture near the center in 
the eicl of a sniall. wart -like elevation. The bag 
is n'liiovcd easily by cutting the hide around it. 
and until this is done the strain on the olefactory 
nerves of the operator is certainly anything but 
mild. While the writer attended to the yearling 
Wade attacked the young pig. Much to the amuse- 
ment of the part.v he liad quietly plugged his nos- 
trils with some cotton and, protected in this way. 
he proceeded to remove scent bag and entrails. 
Thus lightened, the game was hung on a palo verde 
pole and carried slowly into camp by two of The 
men. while the others hurried on ahead in order 
III have coffee ready. .\iid maj be that coffee didn’t 
taste good! 

-Vt suiilK*r Wadi* told how he had ilisi*overed the 
herd. He had become separated from his hunting ^ 
partner and had finally iiosted himself on a large 
rock. From this vantage iioint he saw the herd 
down below him rooting up something In the valley I 



FINE HUNTING IN OREGON 



Country One of Big Things All Around 
and Much Moisture. 



Game of All Klnda In Plenty- 
How It !■ Sonetat with 
Snecess. 



Out In Curry County, Oregon (the county that 
claims more deer than any other county in the 
United States), near Cape Blanco, where the surf 
piles in after a clean sweep clear from Japan, 
there is an interesting hunting country. Near Cape 
Blanco there ts a little river that runs into the 
Pacific known as Sixes River (so called from the 
Indians that one time lived there, whicli name 
meant “friends,” writes W. R. Macllrath in Out- 
door Life. 

The Curry County coast, like all the nortliwest 
coast, is a land of high humidity; fogs and ruin are 
the rule rather tiian the exception almost all the 
.year around. But no one out there minds them; 
neither does a tenderfoot, for tliat matter, for they 
are not hard rains, and there is much sunshine 
bi'tween them. This moist, temperate climate has 
developed a vegetation to be found only on the 
northwest coast; a wonderful dripping jungle of 
towering firs and cedars, underlaid by great raoss- 
covered fallen logs, and dense salal and salmon 
berry brush. In places there are great patches 
of mountain laurel, impenetrable by man, almost 
impenetrable to a dog. In places wliere there are 
o|icnings large enough for the sun to get in there 
are often patches of giant ferns higher than the 
liead of a man on horseback. 

Needless to say, such a country favors the game 
rather tlian the liunter. Tlie dense salal that covers 
almost the entire ground has stiff stems and stiff 
leaves, and is noisy to walk tliriuigli even in wet 
weatlier. Tlien in tlie nioimtains the terrene is cut 
up by thousands of little creeks niiiiiing in every 
direction, tlie gorges of wliich are from 100 yards 
to iialf a mile dei*i> from the regular slope of the 
mountains bordering them to tlie little stream of 
gurgling, flowing water in the bottom. 

If a mail does not know the trails he has no 
business in that country, and a trail is often the 
merest indication of a path, visible only to the 
man wlio knows it is tliere, or tliat it used to bo 
there lieforo it grew up. In many places it is 
impossible to see more than ten yards around one, 
but the usual range of vision is from 25 to 100 
yards in tin* timber. In liigli ferns or laurel tlie 
range of vision is about tlie lengtli of a Winchester 
carbine barrel. 

OREGON COUNTRY OF DAMP BIGNESS. 

Think of tills country as cut up by mnn.v gorges 
great and small, nearly all iimler heavy forest, 
tlic small ones often spanned by great logs nearly 
as long as ii city blo<*k moss covered; a hundred 
feet above the rivulet that gurgles among the giant 
iKiulders (likewise moss covered) below, and over 
all the solitude of primeval Nature. 

One can si*liiom see the water of these little 
streams from tlie logs that sjian tlieir gorges, so 
dense is the undergrowth. Everytliing is damp 
wlien it Is not raining; when it is raining (as it is 
most Ilf the time) everytliing is wet. The moss 
under foot on tlie wet logs has a way of peeling oft 
aniL precipitating the liunter to the bottom of the 
gorge. 

A broken leg, or even a sprain, is not a joke in 
that country. It may easily mean death. I knew 
of an old man accustomed to wearing glasses who 
lost his life because he lost his siK*ctiicles. He 
suffered no accident; lie merel.v couldn’t find his 
wa.v out and starved to death. I was lost in tliese 
woikIs fn>m noon one day until noon the next lK*fore 
I got back to camp. However, the weather was 
lovely and I suffered no iiicoiivenience, exct*pt 
thouglils of tlie mean tilings 1 had done in my life. 
It was the must delightful siiiiimer weather and was 
as dry as It ever gets in. that country. 

This country has dev«lo|ied a tyiie of liunter, and 
a teelinique of hunting deer, that proves wliat a 
man can do if he wants to do it had enough. If 
he wants anything, for instance a deer, bad enough 
and is good enough a man pliysieally to stand the 
hardship lie can get him. 

As it is impossible to keep dry, the native dw's 
not try to do so. He strips down to overalls and 
undershirt and, minus coat or hat, but with plenty 
of spikes in his boots, goes out in the rain after 
deer. He may carry a few extra cartridges, but be 
depends in tlie main on those in the magazine of 
his giin. Then let It rain! He should worry. He 
is no fair weather liunter: besides, lie prefers it “a 
little damp,” for tlien the salal is not so noisy, 
and deer are not so much on tlie alert. When he 
comes in he puts on dry clotiies; he has already 
had his batli. 

NATIVE MEAT HUNTERS OF KNOWLEDGE. 

Tiipse fellows liimt for meat and know how to 
get it. The tourist liunter lind not become numerous 
enough in that countr.v in 1916 to cause to be es- 
tahlislied a regular guide business. Rail connec- 
tion with tlu* outside world liad just tlien been es- 
tablislieil. It (icrhaps comes m*art*r Iieiiig the “forest 
Iirinieval” than anything in the UnitiHl .States today. 

Stripped for action, the native hunts into tlie 
wind, gliding tlirough the thickets like a lH)bi*at 
ill Ills ttiin, close-fitting costume, and warming his 
own liide after eiioli of the cold siiowers he con- 
tinuall.v receives from the bu.shes and the sky by 
exercise. On the fallwi logs across the gorges lie 
is surc-footedness itself. In fact, lie prefers walk- 
ing on a log, even if it lies at a sliarp angle up liill. 
It provides a clear path (which is greatly to he 
desired wlien silence is an item) and it elevates him 
above (he surrounding vegetation. But best of all, 
it is noiseless eoniiiari*d with the ground. There are 
places in old fire districts where one can walk for 
miles almost exclusively on fallen logs. 

For liiiieh, if he takes anything at all (usuall.v 
he takes nothing, but hunts on an empty stomacli) 
it is a piece of jerky. With a pound of tliis in his 
pocket from which lie can cut off a (liece from 
time to time with liis jackknife (for it cannot he 
bitten, witli much sii<*cessl, he is well nourished. 
Tlie fire and sun Ireatinent gives the outside a 
toughness comparaltle to leather, but the inside is 
tender, iiiid with a delicate flavor that onee tasted 
is never forgotten. A chunk of tliis weigliing a 
lioiiiid or a pound and a lialf is the lM*st liiiiiter’s 
iiiiich in tlie world. At least it is for the coast, be- 
cause’ it cannot lieeome wet and sodden. Most any 
other lunch would. 

PLENTY OF GAME OF ALL KINDS. 

In the matter of going liglit. the Sixes River 
Iiiinters have the world lieateii. unless it is the can- 
nibal pygmy of the Congo witli his little Ikiw and 
arrows and no elotlies at ail. For the tiig spear 
of a regular African will weigh as iiiiicli as tlie 
Sixes River man’s whole outfit, inclurtiiig his car- 
bine. .\iid the Sixes River man would out-travel 
the African in tlie Sixes River country (even if the 
ban'footcd nigger didn’t slip off a wot log into 
a gorge). 

Itesides deer, tlien* are plenty of Idaek Itear. 
grouse, salmon fishing (near the isiast), and trout 
fishing in tlu* mountains. There are a few niarslies 
near tlie month of Flores (!n*ek where lliere is 
excellent duck shisitiiig in season. Geese congregate 
on the hcaclies of tlie oeean in tlieir journey .south- 
ward. Most of tlu*se are lirant. 

Bear sign is plentiful in the woods, the exere- 
tioiis being found on tlie logs most aii.vwhere in the 
iiioiiiitaiiis ill salal berry time. But it takes dogs 
to get them. Tlie cover is so tlilck that a man 
would be lucky if lu* got a liear in a lifetime with- 
out dogs. Tlien* an* a number of locally famous 
bear liiinters in tlie Rogue River country who keep 
packs. 



1k*1ow. The soinetliing proved to be the large brown 
roots of eaiiaign*. a Riiinex soinewliat like the yel- 
low iliK*k of tlu* north. His first shots had killed 
the young pig. but the lioar was considerably harder 
to get. 

In coiicliisioii it may Ik* said that tlie wild jiig 
or iieecary of Arizona. New Mexico and Texas 
ranges southward into Central America. Its color 
is dark gra.v witli a liglifer, l•illld-like streak ov<*r 
the shoulders. It is nlioiil three feet long. -\n 
interesting deviation from nig charaeteristics is tlie 
birtli of but two young to a litter. Bmiks state tliat 
tlie collared i*cccary seldom lives in herds, hut hunt- 
ers tell of seeing a hundred or more togetlier in tlu* 
uioiintaiiis of northern Mexico. Wlien cornered, or 
wlieu one of tlie herd is wounded, tlie iK-ccary Ik*- 
coines dangerous. Man.v stories are told of fatal 
attacks on hunters, and quite recently in the region 
visited on tlie hunt just descrilK*d a drove tn*ed a 
hunter and kept liini aloft until he decimated its 
niimliers with liis miiguziiie rifle. During tlie winter 
and early spring the jicccary is to be found in 
washes in tlu* fiHitliills where lie finds an abundance 
of caiiaign* and otiicr riKits; during tlie remainder 
of the year its habitat is at a higher elevation. 
'I'lie flesli of young iiei-cary is loiicli like veal. In 
llie jiiilgiiieiit of tin* writer this aiiiinal sliouhl lie 
proteeted Ihrongliont tliat part of its range wliicli 
lies witliin tlie Ciiited States by a closett season 
during its breeding time and a limit to the number 
that may be killed in one season. — J. U. Brown in 
Forest and Stream.

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It was always called the “Colonel’s Trout.’’ but 
as a matter of solemn fact it was not his — it was 
mine. I don’t know whether a fish In a case can 
l>e spoken of as a “skeleton in a cupboard.’’ but 
that is really what it ainnniited to. The Colonel 
began to try to catch it when he was a subaltern, 
so either trout must live to a great age or else 
his promotion must have been unusually rapid. 
W’hen the fish came first to my knowledge" he (the 
Colonel) was a major; lie was also — and still Is — 
my uncle, and I his heir and favorite nephew. 

Now, I lielieve there stands in his last will and 
testament a somewhat painful codicil. 

I have lieanl owners of fisheries reckon up ex- 
penses and declare that ever.v fisli tliey land means 
jin outlay of about 4il per pound; but tlieir ex- 
I>enses pale beside mine. Tlie famous trout weighed 
about twelve pounds, but it would take a goo<l 
man.v golden sovereigns to cover the cost of that 
da.v’s fishing to me. 

Looking about for extenuating circumstances, I 
fail to find any; it was wrong, foolish and un- 
pardonable. but — and of this last satisfaction no 
one, not even the Colonel himself, can rob me — it 
was also magnificent. How well I remember it nil! 
The occasion was my annual visit to Tattle Bur- 
leigh. For years that week had fignr^ as the 
great event in my sporting calendar — seven d.ays 
at 'ITie Manor with my uncle and his military friends 
for company ! 

I ean recollect as a youngster the fascination of 
listening to their tiger shooting, nigger hunting 
e.\|)«-rienees. laiter years perhaps somewhat lessened 
my belief, but it always was a great week and 
the fisliing splendid. 

Thre<‘ miles of a southern tront stream, swift run- 
ning, crystal clear, set in a lovely Hampshire 
valley. 

Not, as a matter of fact, that the scenery really 
mattered — tlie sport was too good — and I for one 
fall back only on the snrroundlngs when things are 
slow. Hills, trees, valleys, spring blossoms and 
autumn tints are all well at the right time, but 
after all, when one is fishing the fish is the 
thing. Park-like grounds are not much coipfort 
if the float won’t bob. Why, I have sat in a 
punt at Canterbury between a bone-boiling factory 
and a sawmill catching three-pound tront, and 
enjoyed the scenery more than the loveliest spot 
in all England — catching nothing. 

Well, the Burleigh water was open to me once 
a year, miles of it, with but two restrictions — 
fly only to be used and the “Colonel’s Trout’’ 
to he held saereil. Various weights and sizes were 
ascribed _ to that _ famous fish; in the calm hours 
of daylight beside the river my uncle would 
modestlj’ admit that it was “eight pounds if an 
ounce, might even be nine’’; bnt as the night wore 
on. espeeiall.v in Ixindon at his club, the gallant 
officer would start with nine, and as the glasses 
filled and refilled and the hours grew smaller, 
so would that trout, in the Colonel’s estimation, 
grow proportionately bigger. It was, alas! my un- 
happy fate to set these doubts at rest, and to settle 
finally once and for all the weights and measures 
of the fabled fish, down to the veriest ounce and 
inch. As far as Burleigh Manor and the Colonel 
are concerned. I am now an outcast. I don’t say 
there is actually a prica on my ■ be«^ «r that. tlii» 
worthy gentleman would go so far as to have me 
imprisoned for life, but I do feel quite certain that 
any keeper who pushed me in. and perhaps held me 
under for five minutes, would — if he escaped the 
utmost penalty of the law — receive such a rew.ard 
as would make his life an easy one and himself a 
person of considerable affluence. 

There are in my uncle’s creed things that under 
any circumstances one may or may not do. An 
elopement, if it be sufficiently romantic, he ean 
forgive; a slight excess, when the punch bowl 
pusses, he will pardon; late arrival at meal times 
(never, by the way, a fault of mine) he will over- 
look; but the man who shoots a fox. robs a ehurcli, 
snares a pheasant, or — and tills above and beyond 
all — catches a trout with anything but an artificial 
fly, may rest assured that he has earned my uncle’s 
most embittered and undying hatred; and such a 
man alas! am I. 

Gorgeous in its case of rounded glass, flaunting 
in golden letters its wciglit, length, its girth, every 
noble detail (save tlie bait) — there looking down 
upon me as I write, there is the trout. How 
vividly, how clearly the scene comes back! It 
marks my last visit to dear old Burleight Manor. 
I remember, the evening before the deed, far into 
the night we sat, the Colonel, liis military guests 
and I, fishermen all, each with his tale to tell, his 
memories of bygone years to recount, honest, up- 
right followers of the angle, and I as good as any. 
The fly only was our sacred creed, and yet — and 
yet — 1 remember into ray tlioughts that night there 
crept an evil one. Why should not tliat monster 
fish gome da.v be mine’; I was the better fisher- 
man, I knew. Surely my practiced hand miglit 
yet succeed where his had failed. Then wliy not 
try? Conscienc-e awoke within me and said “No”; 
that particular pool, that particular fish were the 
forbidden fruit. 

TEMPTATION AND WEAKNESS. 

'Tliree miles of river were open to the Cplonel’s 
guests; anywhere but there, any fish but that. 
I was a traitor in the camp. Were I pulled In and 
drenched, what would it be bnt a fitting end to 
such a deed’? And yet — well, riglitly or wrongly, 
next morning saw me early afoot, no one nlion't, 
and a clear two hours before me. 'Trembling partly 
with excitement, partly — I hope — with the knowl- 
edge of evildoing. I hastened to . the pool. On 
one point at least was my conscience easy: that 
fish should fall to a fly — or not at all. Alas! for 
tlie path that is paved witii good intentions. We 
all know the ultimate destination of those who 
tread that way. Across that path there crawled 
a worm. An early bird might still have saved 
me. but I myself was the early bird tlat fatal 
morn. I caught tlie worm and I caught the fish. 
Not all at once, of course; there was much to be 
done ere tliat noble twelve -pounder lay safely and 
securely high up on the grassy bank. Trimming 
the feathers from the hook took time; creeping on 
hands and knees toward the pool took time; pre- 
paring for the fatal cast took time; but playing, 
a.ve, and landing him, took most time of all. 
How well I knew the pool, the deep, dark hole 
iM'neatli tlie tree roots where he lived, tlie rippling 
sliallows where lie siKirted, the little knot of rushes 
tliat he loved — and that, by the bye, had tigiitly 
held so many of the Colonel’s flies. A clumsy 
bungler, what right had lie to so insult a king 
of fish? I felt quite indignant about it as I 
poised my nsl for the east that was to land the 
bait an inch before his nose. 

I’lrnip went the worm, and zing! went my line as 
it tightened to the strike, and oh the merry music 
as till* winch unwound to the overwhelming rush 
that followed! Mine! — I had got him; he was 
on. Oh, glorious moment! Away to the winds 
monilily, honor, friendship. The “Coloners 'Trout” 
— tiiili, lie was mine, mine the rod that held him, 
mine the skill that played him. Fiercely at first, 
right round the iiool, away a hundred yards, away to 
the distant shallows where the river sang gayly 
in the morning sunlight. Would he slip through 
the stepping stones down to the little weir? too 
de«*p for me to wade, too hemmed in by trees and 
Imshes for me to follow. For a moment my heart 
stisal still, then back he came slowly — slowly In 
lieside the hank. Pray heaven no hidden snags lie 
Iher*" — it was the moment of the fight. I siipiHised 
I shouted. I had a dim idea of a voice iM'hiiid 
me: “Steady, old chap — steady.” it was the 

Ccdonel liinisclf! To my everlasting credit I had 
one generous impulse. ’’Take tlie rod, sir, and play 
him yourself.” “No, no, old chap — no,’ no. Ah, 
keep him away from that willow; splendid!" Now 
turn him. I>uok out! I>*t him run. Bravo! well 
done, indeed! Quick! — now the butt.” Another mo- 
ment and the flash of steel told me the gallant 
old Colonel was busy with the gaff — the strain 
was over and the great fish mine. 

I am always thankful that the scene that fol- 
lowed was between we two alone. 1 have heard Unit 
troops respect a “sweating colonel,’' and will fel- 



The sucker Is a decidedly plebeian fish, accord- 
ing to tlie rank given liim by the people as a whole, 
yet, nevertheless, he has many stanch friends, 
writes E. W. BrrK-kw'ay in Field and Stream. Coming 
iil> tlie brooks in the early spring-time from the 
coves and rivers, he is the first freshwater fish 
of the season and carries witli him a sort of 
romance dear to the heart of tlie youngster in knee 
trousers and to many “old boys” as well. There is 
hardly a brook, in New England, espe<‘ially, bnt 
that has its enviable “sucker hole.” Here in the 
early morning before the dingdong summons to 
gather in the little district schmdhouse many a 
eliubby, freckled-face Willy or Johnny or Sammv 
is seen bearing a long cut pole with a trio of 
hooks tonnd sungly togetlier, dangling a few inches 
from its tip or else in place of the hooks a shining 
piece of copper wire formed into a snare. IJttle 
>V lily knows the game, yes, s’ree. Watch liim ns he 
scampers along the road and draws in at the big 
boulder jnst above Benton’s Bridge. The current 
of the brook as it winds about the big boulder 
during Its ages of activity has worn away the Isit- 
tom soil of the stream and formed the deep hole 
where the “big fellows” love to lie in their lethargic 
way and where little Willy with his unbounded en- 
thusiasm and alertness likes to “worry” them 

Carefully Willy thrusts the tip of his pole to the 
depUi.s of the hole and guides it along niitil the 
^ks or the snare come in contact witli Mr. 
Suckers head; then Willy gives a smart twitch and 
Mr. Sucker is pretty likely to be a s<|uirming, 
flopping captive. He throws him out on the bank 
aiKi repeats his efforts tini^ ami time a^aiii. lie 
makes many misses, to be sure, for Mr. Sucker 
is not always so sleepy as he would seem to )ie. 
Most generally some of the townspeople are driving 
by during Willy’s capturing period and a nickel 
or a (lime is to'ssed to liim for a “mess.*’ 

DELIGHT OF YOUNG AND OLD “BOYS.” 

Willy doesn’t generally have a set or stand.irdized 
pric-e for his offerings, and he is likely to fall 
a willing prey to certain crafty bargain seekers 
But when he sees old Judge Bennet coming along 
his face takes on an added smile, for the fatherly- 
spirited old lawgiver has slipped him many a 
quarter for a mess. And that isn’t all; almost 
always lie stops for a moment and tells Willy how 
that when he was a youngster he u.se<l to catch the

old hole and that he wished those good old davs 
again. And one da.v he even nsktsi 
conld go “.suckering” with him, and 
n illy felt pretty fine to have such a smart man 
as the judge beg an invitation from him! 

Tes. “goin’ suekerin’ ” is a sport that comes 
around every spring-o’-the-year with the .same in- 
viting allurements. I stated that it carriwl with 
It a sort of romance, and this I emphatically repeat. 
It comes at Just thiit time when the air is lM*gin- 
ning to show some stability of warmth and the 
gentle breezes which accompany It are not only a 
physical tunic but a mental one as well after the 
long cold months of winter. Along the banks 
of the brook the pn.ss- o’ -willows are beginning to 
unfold their fat, downy little bodies under the 
warmth of the -springtime snil, and the soiigMrds 
’3J"-® and warbling and caroling as they 

flit from tree to tree selecting their mutes anil 
places for their future homes. There are pro- 
tected places along the banks of the brook where 
the grass roots are beginning to send out their tiuv 
wholesome blades, and there is a subtle fragrance ‘in 
the air— a flourishing bed of trailing arbutus lying 
close by the old stone wall up the brook only a 
little way has caught the spirit of tlie season as 
Uie soft, invigorating breezes bearing the wholesome 
freshness of the whole countryside has fanned Its 
bosom of piaky-v.hito. And so when little Willy 
goes suekerin’ there is born within him a whole- 
^nie spirit of a great and wonderful romance, 
the like of which can be bestowed only by the all- 
em-ompassing touch of Nature. Perhaps little Wil- 
ly doesn’t catch the spirit of the thing while he is 
intent on landing a bouncing sucker, bnt it has 
b^n implanted there just the same, and if he has 
the riglit stuff in him It will live with him and 
wme buck each returning spring, whatever may bo 
his life work or liowever far from home he may 
roam. The venerable old judge caught the romance 
of the thing away back In his youngster days and 
longed for a recurrence of those days. And so 
it will be with every rightminded lad who goes 
a -suekerin’. 

But it isn’t only the romance of the thing which 
will linger. There will be another thing which 
will appix-il to the most practical-minded, matter- 
of-fact people — not all of them — as I have stated 
at the ojicning of my article, but to a great many 
that thing Is the eating of the sucker. Taken 
in the early springtime, before the torridity 
of Uie heat has softened his flesh, he furnishes a 
delicious dish. It has been my lot for two or three 
years to be obliged to dine at liotels und restau- 
rants. and when I order up certain kinds of fish 
which for relishable qualities have the sanction of 
the masses, I would like nothing better than to 
order in their stead a generous serving of fried or 
broiled or baked sucker which had been caught 
earl.v and served early after being taken from the 
brook.
